The action was 
taken without the participation of William Green, general secretary 
of the miners, who is a member, but all the remaining principal offi- 
cers of the Amercan Federation of Labor were present.

The council began its session at 3 


o'clock, after its members had been 
hastily summoned together, and the 
statement which formulated its action 
was carefully revised and rewritten by 
Samuel Gompers and Frank Morrison, 
president and secretary, respecA'ely.

The council in its statement present- 


ed at length the history of the nego- 
tiations .which led up to and precipi- 
tated the coal strike, declaring almost 
in the flrst sentence that the "officers 
of the United Mine Workers did every- 
thing In their power to avert this 
great industrial struggle." 


There were 2,200 delegates, repre- 


senting 500,000 miners, seated in the 
convention which called the strike, tbe 
statement said. The instructions of the 
convention were taken through the 
usual committees Into conference with 
the operators and then, the statement 
puts it. "our government interjected 
itself and applied for an injunction." 


The statement characterizes this ac- 


tion as "Invasion of the rights of mi- 
ners." intended to starve the miners 
into submission by cutting off their 
strike benefits, and demands'the with- 
drawal of the Injunction secured Sat- 
urday at Indianapolis "to restore con- 
fidence In the institutions of our coun- 
try and respect to courts." 


"By all the facts in the case th» 


miners' strike Is justified." it con- 
cludes. "We endorse It. We are con- 
vinced of tbe justice of the miners' 
cause.

Boys New In the Service Are Mast 


Profane, Noted Chaplain 


Declares. 


Santa Barbara, Cal.—The profanity 


of the average sail *—If he is profane 
at all—decreases as his service in the 
American navy lengthens, according to 
Capt. E. W. Scott, chaplain of the new 
Pacific fleet. 


"The boys who have jnst entered the 


service are usually the most profane," 
according to Captain Scott, who has 
been In the naval service 15 years, and 
who is. besides Capt. M. C. Gleeson of 
the Atlantic fleet, the only fleet chap- 
lain in the American navy. 


"The boys try to make the older men 


already In the navy believe they, too, 
are old and experienced, and they 
think the use of profanity the surest 
way to accomplish the result" 


The work of the chaplains In the 


navy, Captain Scott said. Is along a 
"big brother"*line. They deliver talks 
at the Sunday services aboard ship 
that might not be recognized by regu- 
lar church attendants ashore. They 
speak to the men in the service In 
what they know are the terms of the 
men If the service. They try to solve 
their problems and to direct them to 
clean thinking, clean speaking and 
clean living. 


They urge them to industry and to 


take advantage of the advantages of- 
fered for promotion. 


Until three or four years ago, ac- 


cording to Captain Scott, there were 
only 24 chaplains in the navy. He was 
one of them, having some years before, 
left the Yale divinity school for a 
naval pest In 1914, a ruling provided 
for a chaplain to every 1,200 men, so 
the number grew to 180 during the 
war. It Is expected the new Pacific 
fleet when complete will have 20 or 25 
chaplains of varioas religious denom- 
inations.

A DOMINANT ISSUE. 


Speaking at one of the sessions ot 


the National Social Unit convention In 
Cincinnati recently, John Uolllci, pre>- 
ident of the National Community <'»n 
ter association, asked the question 


"Why is community organisation a 


dominant issue in America today. ' 


And then he proceeded to <insucr 


his own question by describing the 
deadlock between capital and labor 
as demonstrated at the Presidents 
round-table sessions as resulting from 
tho fact/ that organized capital was 
bending every effort to hold up prices 
and organized labor was equally un- 
compromising in its cffoits u> increase 
•wages, while between the two the 
public stood with its hands up 


"The real American problem," he 


eaid, ' is not in wages nor even hours, 
but in re<il wages, or what we call the 
reduction of, living costs 
It is in the 


increased purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
Community organization is 


needed to increase the real wage. 
Nothing: else will increase the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar." 


John Collier had made a close study 


of the Social Unit experiment and ne 
had seen how democratic organiza- 
tion of people by small neighborhoods 
had enabled them to think and act as 
a community in all things that touch 
tho life of the communin 
And he 


had taken up this study, he said, con- 
vinced that the plan could bo made 
practical 


It has been said in criticism of the 


industrial conference that the people 
of America were not truly represent- 
ed there. Perhaps this form of com- 
munity organization, as Mr. Collier 
suggested, w 11 give the people a pow- 
er en.ua! to that of organized capital 
and organized labor, so they may have 
an equal voice in deciding what shall 
be the real wage of America. 


As to the Social Unit, the praise of 


Mr. Collier is significant 
He said 


' Cincinnati is doing a critical service 
to the nation 
In the right sense of 


tho word the Social Unit seems to me 
to be the most significantly conserva- 
tive method ft community organiza- 
tion that will make possible the car- 
rying o>er into the twentieth century 
tho moral, humane liberalism of our 
Anglo-Saxon part." 


The remarks of Mr Collier will be 


of interest in Otsego, where the Coun- 
ty Improvement association is now 
getting definitely upon its feet.

roads built now will cost from (5,000 
to $6,000 per mile (state roads cost 
from 135,000 to $50,000 per mile) be- 
cause of increased costs. 
It is his 


plan to incorporate asphalt into the 
top course of stone laid on roads 
which will be used extensively toy 
heavy trucks, at an additional expense 
of about $1,000 a mile 
Funds are 


raised through direct taxation rather 
than by bond issue. 


Mr Ball stated that the improved 


roads had not only increased enor- 
mously the volume of business done 
by both farmers and business men of 
the county, but that farm land values 
adjacent to them had increased at 
least $10 per acre. He stated to Mr 
Barlow that probably the most strik- 
ing example of which he knew was 
that of a tract of 100 acres of excel- 
lent land without buildings for which 
the owner was unable to secure $5,000 
Six months after the road1 past it v\as 
built, $10,000 was secured

property.

CITY FIHEMEN FIGHT

TIVE CHIMNEY. 


Grand Direct Ilcsldenrc of Head of 


Weil-Known Ixxtil Trucking Firm 
Saved After Thrw Hours' Heroic 
Work—Lous Cotcred by Insiinmw. 
One of the most stubborn and hard- 


to-get-at fires with which the city flre 
department has had to cope In the 
residential diatilct In several years oc- 
curred yesterday morning at the resi- 
dence of Harry J. Butts, 21 Grand 
street, causing a loss of about $2,500. 
The flre originated in the roof of the 
kitchen, from a. defective chimney and 
spread rapidly till it looked aa though 
the entire roof would be burned off. 
The nre was checked/however, before 
it did much damage to the main part 
of the house. 


The fire department was summoned 


to the Butts' residence t 11-40 a, m, 
by a telephone alarm stating a flre was 
in progress at that place. They made 
a quick response, and arriving at the 
scene, laid a line of hose from the 
nearest hydrant. They first attacked 
the blaze with chemical, and a line of 
water, which was quickly supplement- 
ed by the second Hne of wter hose 
till the flre was under control. 


Firemen first attacked the 
fire, 


which was burning fiercely under the 
kitchen and were handicapped here 
for some time, owing to the fact that 
it was necessary to tear oft the tin 
roof from this part of the building be- 
fore the fire could be reached, this 
process being rendered practically im- 
possible on account of the dense 
smoke arising from the roof, which 
had been painted recently with a 
tarred preparation. , 


The roof of the kitchen was entire- 


ly destroyed, as the greater amount 
of fire was located here, making it 
necessary to tear away the greater 
part of It in order to get at the fire. 
The flames also spread^ to the main 
portion of the house, setting flre to 
the timbers under the roof, and mak- 
ing it necessary to open up a part of 
the root on the main portion of the 
residence.

CITY Will MAKE PROTEST 


Unreasonable Itoqultttmunta of In- 


spector of Industrial Commission—* 
Iiuponrtll'Ie to Secure Workmen for 
Joint Demanded In Long Tlino. 
As a result of the visit to the city 


last week of an Inspector ot the State 
Industrial commission theM are many 
heads of business enterprises and own- 
ers of real property used for mercan- 
tile or manufacturing purposes who 
are up In arms, so to speak, at the 
arbitrary and In some Instances at 
least 
unreasonable 
requirements. 


Scarcely a business place where wo- 
men are engaged that escaped the 
mlcroscopl eyes of the inspector and 
It is quite probable that there are not 
sufficient plumbers in the city to com- 
plete all the changes in toilets and 
Iavatorle4 within a year's time. Nor 
are there, it is believed, any plumbers 
that can be secured to come and assist 
n making the changes demanded 
within the space mentioned. 


While The Star is not in possession 


of definite Information as to the cause 
of the sudden and extensive regula- 
tions Imposed upon the city, it Is un- 
derstood that the legislature last year 
authorized the establishment by the 
industrial commission of a bureau in 
charge of women in Industry, after 
the fashion they have at Albany of 
never missing a chance to create a 
new bureau with its retinue of em- 
ployes if the least excuse cat be found? 
It is the changes demanded where one 
or more women are employed that 
has caused so much vexation. Other 
changes 
however, are required, in 


places where men only are employed.

Tun) Man Working In Different Court* 


triee, Without Knowledge of Each 


Other, Arrive at Same Conclu* 


•ion About Same Time. 


Washington.—In view of the nation* 


wide attention directed toward the 
strike of steel workers, the National 
Geographic society 1ms issued a bul- 
letin barfed on a communication from 
William Joseph Show-alter, concerning 
the making of steel, which he terms 
"industry's greatest asset." 


"The story of Bessemer steel iSvpne 


of the fascinating chronicles of the 
Industrial world," the bulletin says. 
"It seems to have been one of those 
cases -where two men working In dif- 
ferent countries, each without knowl- 
edge of what the other was doing, 
reached the same conclusion about the 
same time. Both were granted Amer- 
ican patents; but upon application for 
renewal, the patent held Kelly to be 
the Inventor. The world, however, 
gives the credit to Bessemer, and the 
process la known as the Bessemer 
process. 


Made Ye Olden Cook Pots. 


"Kelly -vas a maker of old-fashioned 


cooking pots and kettles. It Is re- 
lated that one day he was sitting In 
front of his furnace and observed a 
point of Incandescence where there 
was no charcoal—only the metal and 
the air. This led him *> contend that 
air alone would burn out the impuri- 
ties from molten iron, 


"When be developed his tilting con- 


verter his engineer blew such a tre- 
mendons blast through , the first 
charge that Iron and all went up as 
sparks, to his discomfiture and the 
crowd's amusement.

"Both Kelly and Bessemer were baf- 


fled by the problem of regulating the j 
supply of air so that it would not burn | 
out all the carbon, a little of which is j 
essential to steel. Furthermore, their , 
products frequently proved to be brit- 
tle, owing to the fact that the molten 
metal absorbed oxygen from the air 
blast. The first difficulty was solved 
eventually by the expedient of burn- 
Ing out practically all the carbon, then 
adding exactly the amount required 
for the specific quality of steel de- 
Sired. 


"The second difficulty was overcome 


through the addition of manganese to 
take care of the hurtful oxygen. The 
latter suggestion was the contribution 
of Robert F. Mushet, a Scotch steel 
maker. Gorahson, a Swedish ironmas- 
ter, had previously achieved the same 
results' by using a pig iron initially J 
rich in manganese.

The Great Northern traveled more 


than 200,000 miles In the coastwise 
and Honolulu passenger service before 
America entered the war. 
In thoew 


days she was forever "stubbing her 
toe"—blundering 
into pier head*, 


breaking her machinery and "fussing" 
generally. At that, she was tbe fleet 
est and sweetest craft on the western 
ocean. 


Then Uncle Sam shouldered arms 


and the big "prima donna", ot the s 
donned a gray uniform and went east 
as a transport. Colnddentally she 
dropped the nonsense somewhere be- 
tween San Francisco aad Hoboken and 
never went back to look for it From 
then on she was all business.

vestigate the reasonableness of the 
rates, either upon its own motion or 
complaint, as provided by the Public 
Service Commissions law." 


The matter of the Increase having 


been brought to the attention of the 
city authorities. It is understood that 
in connection with other cities, an 
expert has been employed who will 
Investigate the financial condition of 
telephone companies throughout the 
state, and that his report will be 
made the basis for action on their 
part before the commission in case 
there appears to be reason therefor. 
In any event it is not likely that the 
proposed change 
will 
be accepted 


without protest and a better under- 
standing than at present exists rela- 
tive to the cost of operation and the 
valuation of the plant itself.

the First district, Public Service com- 
mission, has been engaged to conduct 
the investigation on the part of the 
cities of the state of similar advances 
generally announced. 
There was a 


meeting at Albany on Thursday last 
of a committee of seven, of whom 
City Attorney Becker of Oneonta was 
one.
